Gen. Butterworth of Cincinnati blurted out 
an old fash ioned American opinion of th e dic­ 
tatorial m anners of labor organizations y ester­ 
day during a debate in th e House over a 
proposition to reduce th e roy alty on steam 
printing presses used in th e Bureau of E n­ 
graving and Printing from 
$1 to one cent 
per th ousand impressions. 
Th e effect of th e 
reduction would be to drive out th e presses 
and restore th e h and printing mach ines. 
Th is would call iuto service 160 additional 
employ es in th e bureau. 
Th e amendment, it 
appears, h ad been proposed at th e dictation 
of th e organization of h and plate printers. A 
debate ensued, in wh ich th e ch ange was sup ­ 
ported by Mr. M cAdooof New Jersey and op 
posed by Messrs. Landes of Illinois and IiOUg 
of Massach usetts. 
Mr. 
Butterworth joined 
th e latter, and we print a report of h is re­ 
marks: 
“ Mr. Butterworth of Oh io said th at th e or­ 
ganization of 
th e lmnd-plate printers h ad 
declared war upon th ose mach ines and h ad 
determined th at th ey sh ould go. 
If th ey 
ough t to go ou th eir merits, let th em go; but 
if th ey ough t not to go on th eir merits, th e 
fact th at th ese gentlemen desired th em to go 
was not th e sligh test reason for putting th em 
out. 
He h ad been told (h e did not know 
wh at truth th ere was in it) th at th e men wh o 
worked on th e steam presses were h issed and 
annoy ed wh ile going to and from work by 
th e h and printers. It th is were true, th e Sec­ 
retary of th e Treasury and th e Superintend­ 
ent of th e Bureau ough t to be impeach ed for 
not vindicating th e righ t of a man in th is 
country to earn h is bread. 
(Applause.) 
If it 
were true, and h e h ad been Superintendent, 
th e man wh o h ad h issed would not h ave 
come iuto th e Bureau if h e could prevent. 
T h is was still America, and h is boy h ad a 
righ t to work with out asking th e permission 
of any organization, of men. 
If h e could 
not, h e (Mr. Butterworth ) was in favor of 
revolution. 
(Applause.) 
He h ad been in­ 
formed th at as th e steam press men went to 
work, th e “ Dead March ” was wh istled. 
If 
th at were true, it was an unspeakable out 
rage committed with in th e sh adow of th e 
Capitol. 
Th e speaker wanted to put h im ­ 
self in th is position—th at not by h is vote 
sh ould th ere be a ch ange in th e presses at th e 
beh est or dictation of anv combination, so­ 
ciety or collection of individuals. 
A com ­ 
mittee h ad been appointed by th e House to 
look into th e ch aracter of th e work of th e 
steam press; and h e was solicitous to know 
wh eth er th e witnesses testified as th ey would 
h ave testified h ad it not been for th e reign of 
terror establish ed in th e Bureau. 
Mr. Foran— "B y Mr. 
Graves or by th e 
men ? 
W h o h as th e righ t to disch arge ?” 
Butterworth —“ We h ave pretty nearly

Th e actiou of th e House will be 
watch ed with interest.

cumstances such an expression of confidence in 
th e adm inistration from an opposition Senate 
would be quickly seized upon, if for no oth er 
reason more patriotic th an th e opportunity 
presented to liaudle and expend a large sum 
money .

Th is will undoubtedly take one 
vote from th e Republican side, as Mr. Laird 
is not in th e proper mental condition to pr*. 
pare and tender a resignation. 
Th e work of actual death , h owever, wr,s 
reserved till y esterday , wh en Hon. Jam es 
Bum es of th e fourth Missouri district fell at 
h is desk and was carried unconscious to h is 
h otel. 
Th ough th ree practicing ph y sicians, 
members of th e House, were instantly at h is 
side and oth er medical assistance was cadet 
h e lived only till about one o’clock th is m orn­ 
ing. 
His death is th e first on th e list of th e 
new House. 
He was fiist elected in 1882 by 
a plurality of 2,754, and entered th e forty - 
eigh th Congress as a Democrat. 
He h as been 
re-elected at each successive election, h is plu­ 
rality in 1888 being 8,137. 
His h ome is th e 
Republican city of St. Joseph , and h is dis 
trict includes Andrew, Atch ison, Buch anan, 
H olt,N odaw ay and Platte counties. 
He h as 
been an active, distinguish ed and h onorable 
Representative, and th e m anifestations' of 
grief over h is sudden demise are deep and 
earnest on both sides of th e House. 
Th e political Almanacs received at th is of­ 
fice, including th ose publish ed by th e Albany 
Arg u n , 
Brookly n Ea g le, Ph iladelph ia Reco rd , 
Ph iladelph ia Times, and several oth ers of 
Democratic origin, in th eir lists of th e fifty - 
first Congress invariably concede th e Repub­ 
licans five majority . 
Th e h opeless illness of 
Mr. Laird and th e death of Mr. Burnes leave 
th e relative strength of th e two parties un­ 
ch anged, and weaken th e argum ent in favor 
of an ex tra session because of th e contin­ 
gency of death .

W h a t M r. fluy urd Aj(i i ,‘il to—llow lliK iiiuick 
O b » *rvcd th e B a rga in. 
I Fro in th e New York Tribune.] 
Secretary Bay ard, in a recent interview 
publish ed in th e Baltimore Su n , blurted out 
th e fact th at I lie Samoan Conference resulted 
in a secret agreement. 
As Congress lias be 
invited to assume joint responsibility witli

VERY PLAIN TALK. 


Gen. Butterworth of Cincionati blurted out 
an old fashioned American opinion of the dic­ 
tatorial manners of labor organizations yester­ 
day during a debate in the House over a 
proposition to reduce the royalty' on steam 
printing presses used in the Bureau of E n ­ 
graving and Printing from $1 to one cent 
per thousand impressions. 
The effect of the 
reduction wauld be to drive out the presses 
and restore the band printing machines. 
This would call into service 160 additional 
employes in the bureau. 
The amendment, it 
appears, had been proposed at the dictation 
of the organization of hand plate printers. A 
debate ensued, in which the change was sup 
ported by Mr. McAdooof New Jersey and op 
posed by Messrs. Landes of Illinois and Ixmg 
of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Butterworth joined 
the latter, and we print a report of bis re­ 
marks: 
“ Mr. Butterworth of Ohio said that the or­ 
ganization of the band-plate printers bad 
declared war upon those machines and had 
determined that they should go. 
If they 
ought to go on their merits, let them go; but 
if they ought not to no on their merits, the 
fact that these gentlemen desired them to go 
was not the slightest reason for putting them 
out. 
He had been told (he did not know 
what truth there was in it) that the men who 
worked on the steam presses were hissed and 
annoyed while going to and from work by 
the hand printers. It this were true, the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury and the Superintend­ 
ent of the Bureau ought to be impeached for 
not vindicating the right of a man in this 
country to earn his bread. 
(Applause.) 
If it 
were true, and he had been Superintendent 
the man who had hissed would not have 
come into the Bureau if he could prevent 
This was still America, and his boy Lad a 
right to work without asking the permission 
of any organization, of men. 
If lie could 
not, he (Mr. Butterworth) was in favor of 
revolution. (Applause.) 
He had been 
formed that as the steam press men went 
work, the “ Dead March ” was whistled, 
that were true, it was an unspeakable out 
rage committed within the shadow of the 
Capitol. 
The speaker wanted to put him 
self in this position—that not by bis vote 
should there be a change in the presses at the 
behest or dictation of anv combination, so 
ciety or collection of individuals. 
A com 
mittee had been appointed by the House to 
look into the character of the work of the 
steam press; and lie was solicitous to know 
whether the witnesses testified as they would 
have testified had it not been for the rcigu of 
terror established in the Bureau. 
Mr. Foran—“ By Mr. Graves or by the 
men ? 
Who has the right to discharge ?” 
Mr. Butterworth—"W e have pretty nearly 
reached a condition of things in this country 
when nobody has the right to discharge 
(Laughter.) 
.Mr. Foran—“ And I am glad of it.” 
Mr Buiterworth—"I recommend to the 
Knights of Labor to establish a w hipping 
post m front ot the Capitol, and lick about 
twenty-five members of the House on th 
last Saturday in each month. 
(Laughter.) 
hope that in God’s providence the time wi 
come when our mauhood will assert itself 
and we will not sneak like poltroons, 
have seen the House do over and over again 
at. the dictates of some gentlemen in the ral 
leries. 
(Applause.) 
I have compromised my 
mauhood once or twice: I hope that the next 
time I do it I shall be paralyzed where 1 
stand. 
(Applause.) 
We have witnessed 
enough of the vassalage of the Senate* and 
House and members of the G o v e rn m e n t in 
various places. 
“ The paoers, the speaker continued, teemed 
with suggestions that men were to be shot 
for making contracts for their labor. 
They 
were to lie hunted. 
He objected to that, and 
the reason he spoke of it now was that it was 
well known that whenever a thing was re­ 
quested by a certain organization the House 
did it and hunted for the reasons to do it.” 


These are old-fashioned ideas and m ay be 
nearly obsolete now, but they accord w ith the 
American view of independent mauhood. 
Gen. Butterworth evidently believes that 
Congress is elected to transact the business of 
the United States government, and not to 
take its orders from men who look upon that 
government as a machtne to be run for their 
sole advantage. 


Senate. 
The action of the House will be 
watched with interest. 
Under ordinary cir 
cumstanees such an expression of confidence in 
the administration from an opposition Senate 
would be quickly seized upon, if for no other 
reason more patriotic than the opportunity 
presented to handle and expend a large sum 
money. 
But Mr. Cleveland is said to show 
some embarrassment over the trouble, due to 
his reluctance to hand it over in an unset­ 
tled and disturbing condition to his successor. 
He can accept the action of the Senate as a 
warrant to him to proceed at once to assert 
the rights of the Uuited States and the honor 
of the American flag. 
This is a magnificent 
opportunity for him to cover a multitude of 
mistakes by one grand act of patriotism and 
courage.

DIED AT HIS POST. 


The closeness of the House in the fifty-first 
Congress has made the health and the lives 
of members a subject of unusual interest. 
When the health of Representative N uitiug 
of the Oswego district, this state, was an­ 
nounced to be precarious, there was much 
anxiety among Republicans, which was not 
relieved until the statement was published 
that the complaint was of a m ilder nature 
and that he was recovering. 
Then came the 
news that Representative Laird of Nebraska 
was dying of brain fever. 
Mr. Laird is still 
alive, but it is feured that his mind is perma 
neutly injured, and that he will never again 
lie capable of doing public service even if he 
survives. 
This will undoubtedly take one 
vote from the Republican side, as Mr. Laird 
is not in the proper mental condition to pre­ 
pare and tendera resignation. 
The work of actual death, however, was 
reserved till yesterday, when Hon. Jam es N 
Burnes of the fourth Missouri district fell at 
his desk and was carried unconscious to his 
hotel. 
Though three practicing physicians 
members of the House, were iustantly at his 
side and other medical assistance was called 
he lived only till about one o’clock this morn 
ing. 
His death is the first on the list of the 
new House. 
He was fiist elected in 1882 by 
a plurality of 2,754, and entered the forty- 
eighth Congress as a Democrat. 
He has been 
re-elected at each successive election, bis plu 
rality in 1888 being 3,137. 
His home is the 
Republican city of St. Joseph, and his dis­ 
trict includes Andrew, Atchison, Buchanan 
Holt,Nodaway and Platte counties. 
He has 
been an active, distinguished and honorable 
Representative, and the manifestations • of 
grief over his sudden demise are deep and 
earnest on both sides of the House. 
The political Almanacs received at this of 
fice, including those published by the Albany 
Argus, Brooklyn Eagle, Philadelphia Record, 
Philadelphia Times, and several others of 
Democratic origin, in their lists of the fifty 
first Congress invariably concede the Repub 
licans five majority. 
The hopeless illness of 
Mr. Laird and the death of Mr. Burnes leas- 
the relative strength of the two parties uu 
changed, and weaken the argument in favor 
of an extra session because of the contin 
geney of death. 
An extra session will with 
out doubt be necessary for the admission of 
the Northwestern territories and a proper ad 
justmcnt of the revenue laws, but it is not 
necessary in order to protect the rights or 
present advantages of either party in the or 
gauizalion of the House. 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOR MR. CLEVELAND. 


The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions yesterday agreed to and reported an 
amendment to the consular and diplom atic 
appropriation bill for the appropriation of 
$100,000 to establish a naval rendezvous and 
coaling station on the Samoan Islands, and 
$500,000 to be at the discretion of the Presi­ 
dent in protecting the rights and property of 
American citizens in Samoa and in carrying 
out our treaty obligations toward the K ing of 
that country. 
The amendment coincides 
with suggestions made by Secretary W hit­ 
ney, 
who 
wishes to 
buy 
land 
for 
a 
coaling station 
instead 
of relying upon 
one year leases, and has also asked Congress 
for “ a definite national policy regarding this 
group of islands’’ for his information and 
guidance, aud “ reasonable provision for the 
future necessities of commerce and of the 
navy in that locality.” 
The am endm ent 
gives the President full discretion in the ex­ 
penditure of the half million for defense. 
It 
is a notice to the administration that it Is ex­ 
pected to employ adequate means for the 
protection of American 
citizens and the 
carrying out of the terms of the treaty. 
An article which we copy from the Tribune 
elsewhere shows what a diplomatic m uddle 
Mr. Bayard has made of this Samoan m atter 
by bis secret agreement. 
Though the secret 
is still well guarded in the State Departm ent, 
enough correspondence is brought to light to 
show that Mr. Bayard has been lieaten at 
every point, that even the free and fair elec­ 
tion of a King and Vice King by the people, 
which was one of the provisions of the com­ 
pact, was effected by German dictation, the 
chiefs being forced to sign submission to 
Tamasese, the usurper forced upon them , 
“ under cover of the German guns.”

strain! he was under, thinks to the feeblg 
policy of a bamboozled and outwitted ad­ 
ministration at W ashington/'

W h a t M r. B a y a rd A g reed to —H ow B is tn a ie k

Secretary Bayard, in a recent interview 
published in the Baltimore Sun. blurted out 
the fact that the Samoan Conference resulte 
in a secret agreement. 
As Congress has bee 
invited to assume joint responsibility with 
the administration for American policy in the 
.South Pacific, it ought to have becu put in 
possession of the text of this agreement when 
the President submitted w hat lie described 
a full exhibit of the correspondence.

dutv was urgeut, since the impression pro 
vailed that the conference bad adjourned 
without reaching any decision respecting 8a 
moan affairs. 
Congress cannot reasonably be 
expected to take action on thisquestioii wh 
it has not been informed of the precise nature 
of the obligations ussumed by the govern 
ment in the secret agreement, which, as So 
retarv Bayard explicitly admits, was entere 
iuto by the conference. 
What was this agreement ? There are 
several dispatches in the budget of diplomatic 
correspondence published last April which 
throw light upon this interesting question 
The first session of the conference was lie 
June 25, 1887, and there was an adjournme 
during July. 
On August 19 the German 
squadnm arrived at Samoa with a demand 
for indemnits; Tamasese was immediately 
installed as kir.g; and on September 1» king 
Malietoa was received on board the tiagshi 
as a prisoner of war. 
When details of the 
p roceedings b a d been su p p lie d to the S late 
Department from Apia, Secretary Bayard 
sent duplicate copies of the following dis 
patch to Mr. Pendleton in Berlin and to Mr 
Phelps in London.
